This statement wa3 made to a meeting of the ^nerican Modioal Association in San 
Francisco and was reported in the Los Angelos Tines for Juno 27, 19 58* 

The speaker was Dr. Edwin Z. Levy, nenber of an aoronedical toon at Wright Air 
Devplopctcnfe Contor, Ohio* 

‘•The most distressing thing of nil, 11 the doctor told the noeting, "is whon a rmn 
loses his se n se of tine* The first day he has several biological clocks to ho Ip hin 
•feel 1 tine - rate of hoard growth, hunger and sleepiness. After tho first day the 
sense of timing boconos confused." 

Tho noeting of American, doctors was also told that Lt. Ool. David Simons "felt 
this brook-off phenomena in his 102,000-foot balloon ascent. It is a feeling of 
being completely diaassoc.latad from tho world."

Meade pointed out that oven with prior conditioning for spaco 
travel a human being would suffer total anncain if removed to another planet* 

Here an earth, when we move to a new job in a new location with now acquaintances, 
tho old times and places gradually fade frop. our. memories for want of rc-stimulaticn. 

But our personalities don't chahgo* very much, if at all, because we 3 re still living, 
in a familiar earth, environment* This stl.ll reflects our actions more or less as wo 
predict them. *'" ’ A » 

Remove yourself from tho earth completely and where are the familiar surroundings 
which daily-reminded you. whore you were yesterday,-* when there is no yesterday} who you 
are - when it'B always today; and where you'll bo tomorrow — whon there is no tomorrow? 

Wq are dealing hore with the personality, the sun total of a person's daily 
experiences from-birth. 

Wo are dealing with that systom of magnetic stresses which mokes up tho 
psychological man, the mind end tho emotions, quite apart from the physical body.

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On the basis of tho principles anunciatod by this Eachur, the soul of a human 
being transferred to another planet would find a sot of influences to which he could 
react* His environment would reflect a pat team, of living on which ho could build a 
now personality. 

However, these passages from "The Cosmic Doctrine" do throw new light on tho 
poasihle fate of Black Magicians, those professional trouble makers who fancy themselves 
"boyand good and evil*" ns the problem of good and evil, is central to the Flying 
Saucer phenomenon, or so I believe, the ideas suggested in "The Cosmic Doctrine" 
should be of interest to nil UPOlogists.. 

There is a dramatic description of the banishment of a Blaclc Magician in "Phylos, 
Dweller On Two Planets", Chapter XXIII, There the Christ or World Toa.cher of the tine 
says to the demon priest, Moinin; "It wore batter for thee could thou cease to exist. 

But this nay not bo of an ego. I can but suspend thee as a human entity and oast thee 
into the outer darkness to serve as one of tho powers of nature. Get thee behind mol" 

By the very nature of His Being, tho Christ could not or would not dcstrqy Moinin 
or any comparable adept of tho Black ^rte; but what is to prevent such an one from 
exercising his free will in one last act of defiance? Condomnod to a scorning eternity of 
suffering in the uttormoat reechos of this planet's .magnetic field he would long for 
a way, any way, to oscapo the power of the Mighty Will which hold him there. Then, on 
the horizon of his ‘consciousness glooms a Wanderer frojm tho Cosmos. It' flashes by.
